Real Work of the Legislature 
Is Still Before It 

WARM WEATHER STIRS SOLONS 



Privileges of Public Muet Be Cur- 
tailed If Sessions Are Not to Be 
8trung Out — Biennial Election Talk 
Revived — Licensing of Lodging 
House* a Troublesome Question 

Ureat pressure Is being brought to 
bear upon the various committee 
chairmen at this time to discharge 
from their lists the bills that accord- 
ing to the bulletin are there await- 
ing action. 

There are over 10ft© matters still 
In committees, although the commit- 
tee hearings are almost over. This 
situation means that the real work or 
the general court Is still in front of 
It, because the bills which have not 
been acted upon aft likely to be those 
over which the most difficulty arises. 

ir there were no more than the bills 
over the railroad and tax questions It 
would be task enough for the aver- 
age legislature. 

President Coolldge of the senate 
and Speaker Cushing of the house 
have now served notice upon their 
chairmen that every possible matter 
must be discharged at once. The 
house Is holding morning sessions and 
the senate will soon begin to do so. 

Hot Waather Activity 
But people Interested In legislation 
do not begin to get fully active until 
the warm days come. Then It Is 
harder than ever to keep down to 
business. 

Editor Bridgman of the State House 1 
Bulletin, who has been on the job for 
a great many years, remarked the 
other day thnt the business of one 
session has Increased about tenfold in 
! the Inst fifteen years. 

The answer of committee chairmen 
to the pressure of their leaders ‘is 
that to hasten means giving bills 
' hardly any of the consideration that ' 
Is demanded. 

That some cure must soon be 
found is getting more apparent every 
day. Whlla there is much reluctance 
toward the policy of curtailing the 
privilege of the public, unless there 
Is a cure the sessions will run into 
August each year. 

Leads to Biennials 
This situation has led of late to 
more talk of biennial elections. That 
Is one of the important constitutional 
amendments that soon will he before 
the general court. But the movement 
I against it is likely to he considerable. ! 
And Inasmuch as the resolve will 
have to get a two-thirds majority of 
1 the house it does not seem likely that 
It will go through. 

But that it would cut down by one- 
half the present feverish political 
activity of the commonwealth, there 
can be hut little doubt. Those who 
oppose biennials say that this activity 
is a good thing and prevents political 
disturbances of a less desirable kind. 

Souther a Live One 
Kepresentative William O. South- 
er of Cohasset Is getting a reputation 
of being a very live wire. Mr. South- 
er is a young man hut he is one of the 
most active assessors of his town 
well as a member of the general 
court. 

My reason of his town office he was 
last year brought into conflict with 
the ottice of the tax commissioner, 
which raised the assessment of Co- 
hasset as it did in the case of other 
towns. Therefore, when Souther 
went to the legislature he introduce;! 
a hill to take from the tax commis- 
sioner the power to raise assess- 
ments. < 

He has pushed that hill with all 
possible zeal. He took belore the 
committee on taxation about 150 peo- 
ple representing other cities and 
towns who object to the leaving oi 
this power in the hands of the com- 
missioner. The hill has got to be one 
ot the red hot measures of the ses- 
sion. 

It is one of the measures that is 
lying in the flies of the committee ^n 
taxation awaiting action. Hut South- 
er keeps right on through the legis- 
lature and says that no matter what 
may le the action of the committee 
he will get It through the general 
court. 

Licenses For Lodging Houses 

The proposed licensing oi all Indu- 
ing houses in the state is another one 
of those troublesome questions tH.it 
might kei p a legislature in session 
right through the summer. It inter- 
ests in a very personal way a great 
many people. 

, ne proposal is by no means a new 
one. Several years ago it was pre- 
sented and fought out belore commit- 
tees. Lodging house keepers from 
everywhere came up to protest against 
it. 

Hut now the students of social 
questions say that the lodging house 
is a fruitful cause of the social evil 
and that it ought to he drawn under 
jo me kind of public supervision. 

I'udcr the bill proposed there is no 
fee provided, but the keeper of a 
lodging house may have to keep a 
register with rorriot information 
about every one of his lodgers, aul 
may have to submit at any time to 
police examination 

Accompanying this is* an- 

other one which provides that a search 


warrant may be gouu ior tmrty days, 
thus giving the police a right to col- 
lect evidence ncnlnst any house which 
they may have under suspicion. 

What Is “Legitimate" 

Ear more subtle In character Is ft 
little hill which amends the inw pro- 
viding for the arrest or pipers, tid- 
dlers nnd persons of had character. 

It Is a very ancient statute and is so 
quaintly worded ns to cause n smile 
when read. But the amendment 
proposed by the white slave commis- 
sion makes n material rhnnge In the 
statute so that It reads that any per- 
son who accosts a person of the oppo- 
site sex "without legitimate reason" 
may be arrested without a warrant. 

This throws it upon a court to say 
what a legitimate reason Is. Hun- 
dreds of persons who hnve no Immoral 
Intent accost persons of another sex 
whom they do not know upon some 
trivial cause, nnd yet the reason 
might not he called legitimate. It 
might he advice of a stenographer to 
a passing newsboy to wipe his nose. 

The members of the committee on 
social welfare who have the hill 
say that the purpose of the bill is dis- 
tinctly meritormis, and yet, as drawn 
by the experts, it might result In 
curious consequences. The stenog- 
rapher, for her offense, If It Is an of- 
fense, might be sent to Jail for a 
couple of years. 

Rallying Around Walcott 

Friends of Dr. Walcott of the hoard 
of health are watching the proposed 
plans for reorganization of the board 
with care. That the governor In- 
tends to make some radical sugges- 
tions Is shown by his Invitation to 
Dr. Biggs of New York to come over 
and explain the workings of the New 
York board of health. 

The unfortunate part of it Is that 
Dr. Walcott, who has a national 
reputation for his health work, has 
been made the object of attack by 
thoughtless persons who have recom- 
mendations to make. The result is 
that almost any plan that might be 
proposed is now somewhat Involved 
with the personal question. 

This was shown the other day when 
the cancer commission resolve was 
defeated In the senate. It happened 
thnt the petitiftier for the resolve was 
not rrlendly to Dr. Walcott. One 
senator who supported the resolve 
tried to explain that it did not mean 
an attack upon the state board ot 
health and praises Dr. Walcott for the 
work accomplished. 

The Unemployed 

The problem of the unemployed Is | 
wearing itself out with the coming of 
warmer weather. The presence of 
the problem has been impressed upon 
governor Walsh, who has called one 
conference upon the matter and has 
talked with many people about it. 

If the governor could suggest rais- 
ing by taxation money for the pur- 
pose of relieving distress It might he 
simple. But that is quite unconsti- 
tutional, and it might not be wise j 
from an conservative point of view 
even if it were constitutional. Or- 
ganized labor, for instance, has not j 
looked with favor upon such a | 
scheme. It has distinctly showed 
hostility to the plan for state-owned j 
factories for taking over those who I 
cannot secure work, for the reason 
that a state-owned factory would lie 
a competitor of a privately owned 1 
factory. The suggestion of a state 
farm is far more practicable, hut that 
has before it all of the difficulties of 
organization. 

Meanwhile the associated charities 
say that the amount of distress is not 
large compared with other years. 

Characteristic Letter 

It was a characteristic letter which 
Calvin Coolidge set out the other day 
to the chairmen of his committees 
who did not show tip at a conference 
which he had called. 

It read this way: 

"You are one of twelve senators 
who diil not appear at the meeting at 
noon today." 

It was a reminder from a real lead- 
er who wanted his supporters to feel 
that his Interest in them was con- j 
stant and abiding. And it will prob- 
ably have a good effect upon subse- 
quent meetings. 

Expensive Measures 

Few men who voted a year ago to 
put the widows’ pension act upon the 
statute hooks had much realization ot 
the cost. As a matter of fact it i- 
now estimated that within a vc ry few 
years the cost of the act will lie in 
the neighborhood of $1 ,immi,ouo a 
year. This money is paid by the 
boards of charity in cities and town- 
and reimbursed to the cities and 
towns by the state. 

It is now costing the city of Bos- 
ton around $300,000 a year. Tbi- 
ts one of the increases in t he 
tost of running Hie city and state 
that lias L-r-atly elaborated upon the 
problems oi < fficials these days. M 
is only one of a number of tilings. 

Take the hill providing for two 
weeks' vacations tor laborers. That 
hill ha3 just been signed by Governor 
Walsh. It is estimated t hat it will 
cost in the netghhorhoood of $250,- 
000 a year in Boston. 

Curley In Opposition 

For every city and town in the 
state, therefore, it might lie expect- 
ed that some time the cost of this bill 
alone might amount to $1,000,000. 
The bill has a referendum, but there 
ran be no doubt but what it will be 
quite universally accepted. Mayor 
t'urley of Boston, however, opposes 
the act. 

Commissioner Hi urke of public 
works says that if the act is acee; t- 
ed lie will give the laborers their va- 
cations in midwinter. That state- 
ment. however, was promptly met 
with the remark irom a labor man 
wflo overheard it that labor would try 
(>• have the \acations grunt- d in th>- 
suinmer time. 
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Storm Gods. 

Storm gods in the mountains have 
ever been the inspiration of some of 
the world's best poetry and of fasci- 
nating legends in that literary store- 
house— Asiatic. Egyptian and classic 
mythology. And, by the way, many 
students are now looking beyond the 
Aryans, beyond the Egyptians, beyond 
all Greeks. Mirtonns and Latins, to a 
vast civilization antedating their most 
ancient histories— looking to now sunk- 
en l’oseld. 

All phenomena in nature, such as 
lightning, outbursts of rain, hail and 
snow in summits and ranges of peaks, 
all marshaling of huge mountain clouds 
for elemental war— earthquakes, cy- 
clones. hurricanes, waterspouts at sen. 
huge waves beating over land as de- 
stroyers. outbursts of sulphurous and 
asphaltic flames from the earth, ap- 
paritions in the sky. as meteors, (ire- 
balls, bolides, comets, eclipses of the 
sun and moon— these all were supposed 
to be caused by an intelligence ruling 
each, and they were persons higher 
than man and called gods.— New York 
American.

When a 
child asked why "proceed" and "re \ 
cede" were not spelled in 11 similar I 
way, nobody could possibly give him a 
reasonable answer. 

The word “sovereign." Mr. Archer 
said, was so spelled today because of 
its supposed connection with the word 1 
"reign." As a matter of fact, there 
was no connection between the two 
and the proper spelling was t Hut 
which Milton used— 1. e., "sovran."— j 
London Spectator.

It Proved to Be a 
Boomerang to 
Its Signers 


T By DWIGHT NORWOOD 

Reforms lire seldom accomplished all 
nt once, ntul when they are they rarely 
hold good The elilzens of Jimtown 
found, their efforts to dispense Vltli the 
vigilance committee nnd establish n 
regular court of law attended with 
difficulty. As one of them expressed 
It: "We was between fire anti water. 
We wna burned tip if we kept still, and 
if we Jumped we'tl be drowned." 

Jimtown— now Jamestown— Inis do 
velopoil Into a beautiful city, with 
schools anti churches innumerable, but 
iu the days when gun law had be- 
come unbearable the principal build 
lugs In the town were devoted to gam 
bllng houses, In which an apology for 
liquor was sold at 25 cents n drink 
In these places every man wns armed, 
nnd whenever n dispute arose the only 
question was which disputant was the 
quicker on the trigger. This state of 
affairs attracted desperate characters, 
nnd the town was rapidly going from 
bad to worse. A secret meeting was 
held among the best citizens, nt which 
twelve men were selected ns a vigi- 
lance committee to clear the town of 
roughs. Ry n vigorous course of lynch 
lug nnd shooting It got rid of nil the 
bnd characters except one, but four of 
the twelve had been eliminated. 

The bnd character left, Pete Hollis- 
ter, wns not to be Intimidated. The 
only way to get rid of him was to kill 
him, nnd the vigilance committee had 
found that method decimating Its own 
ranks. Four of the remaining vigilantes 
had been killed, leaving four men who 
had become tired of the work. 

Meanwhile a court had been organ 
ized and brought to a state of tolerable 
efficiency. It wns easy enough to con 
vict n person guilty of breaking the 
law on sufficient evidence, but It was 
not easy to get the party Into court If 
he would not come willingly. It cer- 
talnly was not easy to get Pete Hollis- 
ter there, because he would not go 
willingly, and any one trying to take 
film by force was sure to get killed. 
The four men remaining on the vigi- 
lance committee held a meeting to con 
slder means of eliminating the des 
perado. It was agreed that If Pete 
could be got out of the way there was 
only Hill Cundiff remaining, and Bill 
wns not considered a very haul ease. 
It was even thought that he might be 
converted to a supporter of good order. 

In some way Cundiff got wind of the 
movement to get rid of Hollister, and 
one day he asked one of the commit 
tee how much would be given for the 
desperado's scalp. The other members 
were consulted, and each man sub- 
scribed $50 for the purpose. Cundiff 
said that to do the Job was worth more 
than that, but If they would take the 
responsibility jointly with himself lit* 
would consider t lie proposition. He 
said he didn't wish to be tried for iiiur 
der In the newfangled court that had 
been organized and must have some 
guaranty. The best guaranty he could 
have would be ail order to do the Job 
signed and sealed by the committee. 

After a good deal of deliberation the 
four men remaining on the committee 
signed a round robin Instructing 1 dm 
to “make away with" Peter Hollister 
and agreeing to pay him the stun of 
$200 for the job. At the time the ar- 
rangement was made the Intended vic- 
tim had gone to an army post near by 
to look, as he expressed It. “for scabs 
among some o’ them sojers." Before 
Cundiff started on Ids errand of mercy 
—such It was considered by the citizens 
of Jimtown— the committee offered to 
pay him In advance the money that 
had been subscribed for the Job. But 
Cundiff said be wasn't sure he could 
“get him" nnd his conscience wouldn't 
permit him to take pay for a Job be 
hadn’t done. 

The committee was much pleased nt 
this, feeling encouraged to hope that 
lifter Hollister had been put out of the 
way Cundiff would make an excellent 
citizen. An election for mayor hud 
been called, and some were In favor of 
running Cundiff for the oillce. Tlio 
rumor that he might be a candidate 
reached Ids ears, and he stated defl 
tritely that he proposed to reform and 
didn’t consider any man reformed who 
had anything to do with politics. This 
added to the growing confidence that 
was being built up In the man who 
was to do for Jimtown what Charlotte 
('.onlay did for France. 

When Cundiff. covered all over with 
knives, pistols and Winchester rllles. 
rode out of Jimtown on Iris errand In 
behalf of law and order he was given 
un ovation. There were by this time 
many respectable women In the place, 
nnd they, their husbands and their 
children turned out to wish the re- 
formed man success. Handkerchiefs 
were waved to him by tin* women, 
while the men tired salutes from their 
revolvers. Cundiff wns seen to draw 
bis shirt sleeve across Ills eyes, which 
was considered evidence of those in- 
tense emotions that are usually a purl 
2 >f the reformation of a wicked person 

They were destined to meet with a 
surprise. Not two hours after Cun 
dlff's departure he returned, and riding 
beside him. still In the flesh, was Pete 
Hollister. A chill passed over the citi- 
zens of Jimtown. most of whom saw 
the entry from their windows and did 
not go out t*i welcome back the man 
they hud sent off with such eutbusl 


asm. Itcltister reined np before a 
►mall group on the street nnd said: 

“I have business with four promi- 
nent citizens of tills yore town— Martin 
Shaw, Nathan Parker, Thomas War- 
ren nnd George Truer. I would like 
to confer with 'em and would be 
obloeged to any citizen to tell 'em that 
I'll wait for 'em at O'Neill's tavern 
Na.v that It's not a question of sheetin', 
but of law." 

After saying this the speaker nnd Ids 
attendant io.le on to the tavern, where 
they dismounted. The gentlemen men 
tinned the four members of the vigi 
lance committee who had signed the 
round robin were Informed of the In 
vltatlon and after consultation con 
eluded to accept It. having been as 
mired that they were wanted not on a 
matter of gun practice, but of law, 

"Gents," sail! Hollister, drawing a 
paper from under Iris shirt. "1 have 
yere evidence of a conspiracy on your 
pnrt, with Bill Cundiff, to murder 
me. Bill, havin' shown signs of refor- 
mation lately. Instead of commutin' 
the deed, comes to me repentant and 
with tears In Iris eyes hands me tills 
yero agreement to pay him $ 2 t>o for 
my scalp. He finds me likewise re- 
pentant for my many sins and dispos- 
ed to abandon gun law and leave these 
yere questions to the courts. There- 
fore It Is my painful duty to sw'nr out 
n warrant agin you four gents, to be 
dealt with by the courts In the reg’lar 
way.” 

There wns a grim silence on the pnrt 
of the men who In trying to be saviors 
of Jimtown bad walked Into a trap 
and, according to lnw, would be pun- 
ished by death or imprisonment by the 
courts they had taken so much pains 
to establish. 

"Owin' to the tenderness of my 
heart." the desperado continued, "nnd 
the reformation goln’ on In my bosom, 

I don’t want to be hard on you. My 
duty ns a reformed citizen Is plainly to 
let the law take Its course. But you 
gents bein' disposed to help us who are 
try In' to turn from our wicked ways— 
Bill Cundiff kin testify to that— and 
Boine of you havin' families, I wouldn’t 
mind a pecuniary consideration instead 
of seeln’ you suffer. In the fust place. 
Bill, who was too conscientious to take 
the price of my blood, should be re- 
warded for right doin'. Five hundred 
dollars would be a small sum for so 
much resistance to temptation. In the 
second place, If your scheme had work- 
ed I would now be sleepin' In the val- 
ley, with the long grass wavin' over 
me and coyotes scrntchln' for my 
bones. All these should be paid for. 
But, rememberin’ that there’s no great 
wealth In the town. I’ll make the fig- 
ures reasonable. Call inj' share $1,500." 

The signers of the round robin nsk- 
ed how long they would have to accept 
or decline this generous proposition 
and to raise the money if they accept- 
ed it and were given three days, at the 
end of which time the warrant would 
be sworn out. Then they retired for 
consultation. 

Advancing civilization brings many 
problems. Here was a problem with a 
paradox. A villain was about to use a 
court of justice as an Instrument for 
the condemnation of men who were 
working to eradicate crime. What was 
to be done? After consultation the 
round robiuers sent a message to ask 
the two reformed men if, on the pay- 
ment of the sum demanded, they would 
leave the town, never to return. The 
reply was that, having reformed, they 
would prefer to remain and Cundiff 
had decided to run for mayor. 

While the deliberations were going on 
It happened that a young man who 
had served an enlistment ns an elec- 
trician passed through the town on Ills 
way to a large mining center that had 
acquired civilization, where he was to 
bo employed putting In electric lights 
and different devices made practicable 
by electricity. Hearing of tin* dilenma 
that confronted the citizens of Jim- 
town and especially the round robin- j 
ers, be volunteered to show them a 
method by which they might get rid 
of the two villains without danger to 
themselves. They offered to pay him 
liberally for any device that would 
bring about that end, but lie declined 
to receive money for such a purpose or 
to work It himself. 

During the three dnys that the round 
robiuers hud been given to come to a 
decision and raise funds the electri- 
cian worked nights, and no one saw 
what he did. He was engaged in lay- 
ing wires from an empty cabin to the 
house of one of the remnants of the 
vigilance committee, Martin Shaw. 
When the time was up, after explain- 
ing his device to Mr. Shaw, he with- 
drew from all participation iu the 
scheme 

On the third day after the return of 
Hollister and Cundiff they were In- 
vited to the deserted cabin In which 
the electrician laid been ut work to 
receive tin* first Installment of the ran- 
som that bad been levied on the town. 
The four citizens most Interested were 
Iu tin* cabin, at the other end of the 
wires, where they could see plainly 
the place to which the rascals had 
been invited. Citizens were warned to 
keep away from the cabin and re- 
garded the warning. Hollister anil 
Cundiff went Into the cabin prepared 
for them ami found a bottle and two 
glasses on a table. They poured out 
a tumbler of liquor each, raised their 
glasses and were drinking when the 
floor rose up, they were tossed a bun 
dred feet in tin* air. and when they 
came down they had ceased to be ter- 
rors to Jimtown The cabin bad been 
Undermined and a charge of dynamite 
(g nl ted by electricity. 

That ended the reign of terror with 
which Jimtown had been afflicted slmv 
Its settlement. The courts became ef- 
fective. schools were opened, and civ- 
ilization grew rapidly. But few of the 
citf/elis who witnessed the explosion 
by '•lib'll tlie last of the gun men were 
eliminated remain, and they don't care 
to give the story

Germin- 
ating on or onlv a fraction of an inch be- 
low the surface w ill result In a poor stand 
unless the spring and summer following 
the seeding turn out damp. The average 
summer follow ing spring seeding of clo- 
ver will kill the young crop unless the 
young plants have rather deep rooting. 

When seed corn Is in perfect condition 
the kernel will furnish its entire contents 
toward the support of the young plant, 
but if it lias been injured, only a small 
part of its contents may be used by the 
growing plant. In other words, corn 
, may contain vitality enough to grow, yet 
lie too weak to produce a healthy stalk; 
in such case a shortage iu yield would 
uot lie due to a poor stand, but to the lack 
of crop vitality.

When It Reached Engrossment 
Stage — Tension In House Largely 
Created by Anti • Sectarian Resolve 
Which Touches On Delicate Subject 

The feminist movement has grown 
stronger at the state house with the 
caress of spring weather. While the 
ladies were not aide to convince the 
legislative committee on legal affairs 
that the lady cop bill was a good 
thing, they have been working 
throughout both branches to put the 
measure through. They are also 
pushing ahead on the bill to provide 
that lady Judges may be appointed. 
They have a measure to provide for 
more latitude in the appointment of 
widows as administrators of estates, 
and the legislative committee of wo- 
men lawyers is in evidence In the 
halls of legislation. 

While the suffrage resolve went tri- 
i umphantly through the legislature 
they nre already at work for the pas- 
sage of the resolve next year, and It 
looks as ir they were to be success- i 
ful. This week Mrs. Charlotte Smith] 
Is making her annual Impassioned ap- 
peal to the committee on taxation for 
the taxation of bachelors who have 
arrived at the age of 35. 

The ladles were prominent in the 
tight over the anti-cigaret bill, which 
met an unfortunate end in the senate J 
after having been ordered to a third 
reading. 

“it won’t be many years before 
there will be more women In the leg- | 
lslature than there are men,” ex- 
claimed one of the suffrage leaders 
the other day in a hurst of confidence 
to a member of the senate. 

“That we have the energy and 
ability is universally admitted. The 
vote on suffrage shows that we have 
made good.” 

Women in increasing numbers at- 
tend the sessions of the house and 
senate eacli day. The clerks in the 
document room say that more than 
ever before is there a demand on the 
part or women for the house and sen- 
nte documents. 

Somebody Got Busy 
The quick fate of the anti-cigaret 
hill was a source of astonishment to 
the friends of the hill. In the las! 
hours of its life it was attacked by 
Senator McCarthy, who claimed that 
the amendments placed on the hill b> ; 
its triends had weakened it so that 
the hill had better he killed. 

The hill said, when it came out ol 1 
the committee, that a boy or girl who 
had cigarcts in possession should In 
adjudged a delinquent child. ThH 
was changed so that the child would 
have to knowingly have them, and 
even then the court might not adjudge 
him a delinquent. 

It took snappy work on the part ot 
somebody to make an end of it, foi 
there had been placed on record the 
votes of twenty senators for the MU 
when it went to its engrossment 
stage. 

Grade Crossings 

There is a new grade crossing hill 
in the house which practically relieves 
cities and towns of the present bur- 
den of wiping out grade crossings. 
The hill got a favorable committee re- 
port and looks more promisilng foi 
passage than it has in prior years. It 
has been in the legislature about 
every year since the old apportion- 
ment was made. 

Foxy Charlie Dean 
Senator Charlie Dean of Wakefielo 
is certainly h ollng a lot of people t his 
year. He is deeply interested in Du 
taxation question, as he always hat 
been. Hut in the senate he is so un- 
obtrusive as to cause comment . 

Dean is rather a good student ot 
legislation and he is a hard worker. 
When he really begins to open up in 
the senate upon his favorite subject 
he is likely to attract some attention, 
particularly inasmuch as there art 
probably few in the upper branch win 
will tie capable of holding up one end 
or a debate with him. 

So far Dean has reported in tilt 
senate the ld!l to shift the burden ol 
soldiers’ exemptions from the citie- 
and towns t" the slate and the hill t< 
tax stock transf rs. 

Cushing Again? 

Since tile rebuke which Speakei 
Cushing administered to the house 
there have been increasing rumors 
among his friends that lie will again 
seek to lie elected to the house for the 
purpose of again becoming speaker. 

If this suggestion is true it is a 
ldp piece ot news, because it brings 
material changes in the plans ot quite 
a few men who have been quietly 
sizing up tile - ieal ership fur the past 
few years Two of th*- most promis- 
ing candidates for Mr. Cushing's job 
are Channing Ctx f Boston and 
Thomas \V White of Newton. 

There is a teti.e situation in the 
house and there has been one ever 
since the beginning of the year, when 
the speaker was el cod tier the Pr >. 
gressive- Democratic combination 

The Class Question 
The pres n<e ot the anti -sectarian 
resolve in the legislature has done 
much to create t ; . > tension The :>•- 
solve provides for an amendment t 
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the constitution so t; at never can 
money be paid to private schools by 
the state. This means that if the 
resolve goes through it will at no 
tinto he possible for the state to aid 
parochial schools. 

Of course this touches ui>on a pret- 
ty delicate subject and it is causing 
quite a strong undercurrent of class 
feeling on both sides. The speaker 
naturally is regarded as belonging to 
one class. And this is all the more 
accentuated from the claims that are 
being made by so-called A. P. A. 
men that they were active and suc- 
cessful in bringing about the elec- 
tion of Mr. Cushing as speaker tills 
year. 

There is no way of proving that this 
Is so, or that it isn’t so, tint either 
way one takes it the talk is having a 
decidedly acrid effect upon the house 
deliberations. It accounts for such 
Incidents as that one which led to the 
relntke which the speaker adminis- 
tered when his accent was imitated 
by somebody during the call of the 
calendar. 

As to Railroads 

The railroad committee is com- j 
pletely at sea over the railroad situa- 
tion. So far the entire question 
seems to have been up to the gov- 
ernor and the federal authorities ex- j 
cept for the Hampden hill, which is 
urged by Boston bankers as a mean- ] 
of helping them out of their linn n - | 
clal troubles. 

On the representation that the j 
Hampden had a lease with the Bos- 
to and Maine they put millions into 
the project. According to (lie report | 
of the public service commission the 
road cost about $29a,000 a mile when 
the average cost of railroad building 
in Massachusetts is $05,000 a mile. 
Then the Boston and Maine rejected 
the tentative agreement made be- 
tween Mr. Mellon and Mr. Gillott ol 
the Hampden. And now the bill pro- 
vides for a lease arrangement under 
which the Bostoff and Maine may 
operate the Hampden and thus turn 
the investment into a live one. 

Just now it is a dead one. 

Hughey Will Have Spats 

Hughey O’Hourke, whose smoked 
glasses were the feature of the sul 
f rage debate in the senate, now wear- 
'eni regularly and says that lie is g.>- 
ing to add a pair of spats when the 
days get warmer. Hughey is mak- 
ing good in the senate, even if he n 
longer has so good an i«sue to tal 
about as the old lifting jack ldll which 
went through a couple of years " 
alter Hughey had made a ten years 
tight on it.

Boston Charter Fight 
The good old days of lighting over 
the Boston charter are due again. 
There is an active machine back of 
the bill which divides Boston into 
districts for the election of municipal 
councillors and this is the measure 
over which the scrap is lumnd to 
come. 

Behind this measure is Mr. Lomas- 
ney with a strong line of men in all 
the three parties.

The committee on metropolitan af- 
fairs, which has the district hill and 
the so-called Curley hill, will sen 1 
both Into the legislature. 

The Marriage Bill

Fire Beds. 

In fall, winter and spring, when the 
nights are very cold on the desert, 
prospectors, adventurers and all other.- 
who have oci'iisioll to >■ leep ill the npe.l 
ti iii I the "tire bed" a feature of outdoor 
cruft which will enable them to sleep 
in comfort on a cold night. To make a 
tire bed a trench is dug in the sand six 
or seven Inches in depth, about three 
feet wide and six feet long The sides 
of this pit are banked Up with the sand 
taken from tin* trench. The pit is then 
ready for the tire, which is built ex- 
tending the full length of the pit. so 
that it will warm both the banked sand 
at the sides and the bottom of the pit. 
When the sainl has been sufficiently 
heated the large, blazing sticks are 
thrown out. leaving all wf the live coals 
in tin* pit: these are covered with about 
four inches of sand. This bed will re 
tain ‘.in* heat all night, and all that is 
left to in* d me is f.,r the sleep seeker 
to lie down nud wrap himself iu a 
blanket, if la* has one. and go to sleep 
in comfort Independent.

How many people realise that apples 
and pears cun be grown as dwarf trees 
which w ill come into bearing when only 
two or three years old? Such is the fact, 
and lias been known among horticultur- 
i ists for a long time. Several of the other 
fruits can also he dwarfed. Instead of a i 
1 tree that requires a space, 30 feet by 40 
feet, aud does uot hear auv fruit until six 
to ten years old, you may plaut a little 
apple tree iu a space only ten feet by ten 
feet aud begin to get apples from It the 
second or third year after plauting it

If properly cared for, ducklings are 
easily raised, and should he full grown at 
ten to twelve weeks. Their care differs 
' from that of chickens, aud the first prin- 
ciples of duck culture should be learned 
before the hatch is due. If brooders are 
used, he careful uot to over heat them - 
Also keep brooders very clean, with fresh 
straw in plenty— they must have dry sleep- 
iug quarters. 

Soak potatoes to be used for planting 
for at least two hours iu water to which 
has been added oue pound of formalin to 
etch thirty gallons of the water.

Restoring Crape. 

To restore a crape veil place n folded 
sheet on a table and to It pin the veil 
carefully and straight; do not stretch 
it a particle. Dissolve one teaspoon fill 
of granulated sugar In one pint of boil- 
ing water; wet a clean cloth with this 
and lay It lightly on the crape. Have 
nn iron very hot; go over the wet cloth 
as though ironing it. but do not let the 
iron touch it; continue until the doth 
Is nearly dry. Then wet the cloth again 
and continue the same process until 
the entire veil lias been gone over. The 
crape will be full of deep crinkles and 
as crisp as new, no matter bow old and 
flat It was when you began. Small 
pieces of crape fur trimming can be re- 
newed in the same way. The crape 
should be shaken and brushed to re- 
move all traces of dust before starting 
the restoring process.— New York Sun.

Most of the llevolutlonnry heroes 
: have been immortalized in song or 
I story, but there is one whoso fame lias 
never spread, us It should, beyond the 
region of his birth. Ili* name was 
I Jack Jowett. In the little city of 
I Charlottesville, Vft., there Is a tablet 
| on the building that stands on the site 
i of his old tavern. But that simple 
bronze Is the only memorial of his 
name and deeds. 

In Hevolutlonary days young Jack ( 
Jowett kept the Swan tavern in Char- ! 
lottesville. lie was a patriot at a time 
■ when patriotism was dangerous, for 
j Cornwallis was In possession of tide- 
water Virginia, and Turleton and his 
cavalry were sweeping back and forth 
over the Inland counties. 

In June, 17S1, the Virginia assembly 
abandoned lMchmoud, which Cornwal- 
lis threatened, and came to sit In Char- 
lottesville. Among Its members were 
such men ns Patrick Henry, Richard 
Ileury Lee and Benjamin Harrison, 
and the governor was no other than 
Thomas Jefferson. One bright morn- 
ing when the state assembly was in 
session Jack mounted his thoroughbred 
mare and rode out to look over Ills 
farm outside the town. As he rode 
along he caught through the trees a 
glimpse of a British uniform flushing 
down a crossroad. He put his horse 
over the low stone wall and confront- 
ed the rider. It was one of Tnrleton’s 
troopers. 

With a big pistol pointed at bis liend, 
the Englishman thought it wise to 
obey Jack's command to turn in at the 
gate of a nearby house and change 
clothing with him. Under threat of 
| death the soldier divulged the fact that 
[ Turleton was lit the vicinity. Jowett 
1 nt once galloped away In search of the 
I enemy. The day passed without re- 
' suit, and Jack stopped at an inn to 
, take a few hours’ rest. 

In the night he heard the tramp of 
horses and. looking out of his window, 
saw that the yard was full of British 
soldiers, led by Turleton himself. The , 
troopers entered the tavern and sat 
down to drink and talk, quite uncon- . 
selous that an enemy was on the stair 
above listening to every word. From j 
their conversation Jowett learned i 
that Tnrleton commanded an advance 
guard that was haltjng to wait for the 
! rest of the troop. Then they planned 
! to dash on to Charlottesville and enp- 
! ture the Virginia assembly. 

Jack Jowett set out at once in the 
cool of the dawn. Once lie was chased 
] by some troopers who trotted iu from 
the pike that crossed his path, but his 
j bay mare soon outpaced theirs. Like 
1 tin* wind he meed through lanes, over 
! low stone fences, tip the side of tin* 
j hill to beautiful Monticello, the home 
1 of Governor Jefferson, lie warned 
j Jefferson of the approach of the Brit- 
ish, aud then, with a fresh horse, he 
dashed down the steep mountain road 
into Charlottesville. Hushing into the 
hall where the assembly was iu ses- 
sion, lie called to the members to tlee, 
for Turleton’s dragoons would soon be 
at their heels. In a few moments the 
hall was empty, and the members 
were on their way ucross the moun- 
tains to Staunton, where they would 
be safe from pursuit. 

Jack rode on to his tavern, but found 
there a wounded officer of the Conti- 
nental army— General Stevens. He 
dressed the sick man In u suit of his 
own clothes, carried him downstairs 
and put him on the fresh horse, with 
bugs of corn In front and behind— the 
very picture of an old farmer going to 
the mill. Side by side Jowett and Ste- 
vens rode out of town, which by 10 
o'clock was in the possession of Turle- 
ton’s men. Pausing as he reached the 
top of a hill, Juck saw his own tavern 
In flames. 

The British, who had reason to sus- 
pect the young man lu a uniform, set 
out In chase of him. but Jack's horse 
was again too speedy for them, and he 
got safely away to Washington with | 
the news that Turleton was no longer 
acting in support of Cornwallis— a bit 
of information that was of the great- 
est value to the commander of the 
Continental army. 

To Juck Jewett's quick wit and dar- 
ing the author of the* Declaration of 
Independence and many another hardly 
less famous patriot owed their liberty 
and perhaps tln-ir escape from a trai- 
tor's death upon tin* scaffold. Youth's 
Companion.

ORIENTAL CARPETS. 

Some of Those Made of Kashmir Wool 
Strongly Resemble Silk. 
Generally speaking, the carpets of 
India can never excel those of Persin. j 
ns tin* materials used In the former , 
are not *-f the same superior quality as 
those employed in the latter country. 
The wool of which many of the Wst 
carpets are manufactured Is obtained 
from Kashmir. Sometimes carpets 
which are mistaken for silk are really 
of an extremely line quality of wool 
known as "pashm." Tills is obtained 
from the goals of Kashmir nnd grows 
close to the skin, being protected by 
the long nnd coarser wool. It is as 
smooth and lustrous as silk and is used 
for tin* beautiful soft shawls for which 
Kashmir is famous. 

Peculiar methods are employed by 
tlie Indian weaver in converting his 
original design into n textile. Instead 
of working from a colored drawing or 
diagram, the weaver lias the pattern 
translated on paper into rows of sym- 
bols. each of which expresses the num- 
ber of stitches and the color. With 
this written “key” in Ids hand the 
head weaver sits behind Ids subordi- 
hates and dictates the pattern to them, 
one row at a time, nil through the 
breadth of the carpet. 

These weavers— generally small boys 
—sit in front of the warp strings and 
tie in the requisite number of stitches 
of each color as called out t<> them by 
the reader from ids ciphered scrip. 
These boys, who perform the actual 
process of weaving the pile, follow day 
by day the dictations of the head man. 
knowing nothing of the pattern they 
are preparing, but gradually building 
up in a mechanical way the carpet on 
tlie strings before them.— Argonaut.

Bit Problems Interwoven Will: 
Genital and Libor 

THE QUESTIoiToF ELECTIONS 

Strong Movement Against Initiative 
and Referendum — Contention Ovet 
Drastic TaRlng Policy — Important 
Questions Put Up to 8upreme Court 
—Drunkenness as a Disease 

Seven big problems are looming tip 
before the legislature out of the chaff 
of about 3000 petitions. These prob- 
lems can be clearly outlined now as 
the two branches plunge Into the Inst 
hair of the session. 

These problems may be brlell> 
stated aa relating to election changes, 
taxation reform, drunkenness, im- 
migration, pensions, railroads and 
health. All In one way or anothei 
anect the ever present problem of la- 
tior and capital and are in some man- 
ner or another phases of it. 

Elections 

The question of elections is sharp- 
ly brought out by the presence of two 
measures. One Is for biennial elec- 
tions and the other Is for the Initia- 
tive and referendum. A third less Im- 
portant one Is the hill willing out < 
party enrollment at primaries. 

There Is a good deal of a puzzle ot 
the Initiative and referendum. Sev- 
eral measures were heard before tht 
committee on constitutional amend- 
ments, but there seems to he a gen- 
eral Idea that Senator Clarence Hobbs 
Is going to draft the measure. Inas- ! 
much as he Is not jiartlal to the jirin- 
cljile of it, there may he some dilll- 
culty In getting the hill out. 

It appears that there Is a strong 
movement being organized throughout 
the state against the initiative am. 
referendum, because letters against it 
are literally pouring In upon senators 
and rejiresentatives.l It is said that 
Joseph Walker of Brookline has the j 
text of a new measure which he will 
have In the hands of Senator llohb.- 
withtn a very few days, so as to re- 
lieve that senator of trying to draw a 
bill that he doesn’t believe in. It is, 
expected that the committee on con- 
stitutional amendments will report 
the resolve. 

It will provide in substance that 
upon jietltion of a large number ol 
voters a law may be jilaced before the 
j people for acceptance if the legisla- I 
' ture declines to enact It. 

Taxation Policies 

There are now two clearly defined 
taxation schools before the legisla- 
ture. One Is that sharp enforcement 
laws should he enacted, giving the! 
tax commissioner sweeping power in 
the assessment of taxes. To this | 
school the governor belongs and he 
says that If such laws are not passed 
It may he impossible to bring iieople 
to n realization of the necessity of a 
constitutional convention or a con- 
stitutional amendment providing foi 
a low rate of taxes upon securities. 
Such securities are now taxed In home 
cases for one- half the Income they 
yield and the result Is that for many 
years a goodly jiart of them have es- 
cajved taxation altogether. 

The other school contends that 11 
drastic taxing power Is given to a 
central authority It will surely drive 1 
the last of intangible personalty out i 
of the state altogether 

The first is the view of the central 
taxing authorities. T) e second view 
I Is the one nominally held by asses- 
i sors. Most of the members of both 
schools art- willing to see a change in 
' the constitution providing for lowet ! 
taxes on intangible property. 

To the Court Again 
The principle tax business of the 
legislature tills week is with tilt 
questions which are again going to 
be put up to the supreme court ask- 
ing 11 lower tax, s cannot In some in- 
stances he levied without the consti- 
tute uai amendment . 

Governor Walsh has explained tlial 
he has good legal opinion that there 
Is a chance of getting these question- 
answered attirmatlvely by the su- 
preme court, although years ago 
similar questions were answered In 
the negative. 

Hut the questions are now drawn 
upon the comments of members of the 
court upon Die old questions. The 
answers are expected baek from the 
court in the course of three weeks. 

Penalties 

Meanwhile the committee on taxa 
lion l as under consideration the rec- 
ommendation of the governor that 
there he passed an act conceding 
property owners to make a sworn 
return under heavy penalties, the 
recommendation that there he an alli- 
Cavlt of the selling j rice in deeds ol 
real estate and one or two others. 

One measure from the tax commis- 
sioner which has been reported fa- 
vorably gives the tax commissioner 
Die right to examine persons under 
oath as to the amount of property in 
the estates of decedents. Another 
Pleasure, which would give the satn 
commissioner the right to revalue es- 
tates. in other words to act as asses- 
sor in each case where he might find 
the assessor has not \a!u d them high 
enough, has been repotted adversely 
It may he said that the hist< r.v ol 
t»x enh rcement favors the view of 
the town or city a.-nss r- rather than 
. ot the governor, inasmuch as dra-tic i

er.rorcoment In Ohio and In portion;

Drunkenness 

The drunkenness problem takes the 
state far away from its policy of cen- 
turies. It proposes to regard drunk- 
enness no longer as a crime hut as 
a disease. Therefore there would no 
longer he any arrests for drunken- 
ness. Instead there would he tri- 
bunals to study the cases brought be- 
fore them and determine whether the 
patient should not he sent to an in- 
stitution . 

In connection with this there is pro- 
posed a new hospital for delirium tre- 
mens in Heston, which the experts 
say is highly necessary. 

Judge Murray of the Boston muni- 
cipal court is a hard worker in the 
reform of the drunkenness laws, and 
he is confident that if the legislature 
does not put through the whole body 
of laws this year, that it must in the 
near luture do so. 

Immigration 

The problem of the handli 
Immigrants is still In the hu 
Senator Bazely's committee oi 
welfare. The principal fer 
the commission’s report is the estnu- 
llshment of a permanent immigration 
commission, or hoard, which shall 
have rather a free hand in the care 
of Immigrants. 

One of the principal difficulties un- 
der the present lack of laws is the ad- 
vantage taken of immigrants by un- 
scrupulous promoters who sell newly 
arrived immigrants worthless securi- 
ties. 

But such a permanent board would 
not stop here. It would Inquire into 
the habits of foreign workmen, their 
homes and the health conditions un- 
der which they live, and the educa- 
tion of them and their children, with 
particular emphasis upon the instruc- 
tion which shall he given in the cus- 
toms and ideals of American citizen- 
ship. 

In the big volume which is just out 
upon the subject an interesting dia- 
gram Is printed showing the increase 
of foreign-horn residents of the slate 
since 1870. Then it was about one- 
third the population of the state. In 
1880 It was one-half. Now it is con- 
siderably morp than cue-halt. 

The days of the Puritan control of 
the state passed long ago. 

Pensions 

The outlook Is not too promising 
tor any pension legislation this year. 
The trouble is really that the pension 
commission, which undertook to In- 
troduce reforms, proposed too swtep- 
tng a change. 

The attempt lias been made to put 
the entire pension system upon a <on- 
tributory plan. That includes the 
present non-contributory classes as 
well us the pres* nt contributory 
classes. The only class exempt wa- 
ttle supreme court judges, and it was 
tnun-l to be unconstitutional to put 
th» tn un det the n< w plan . 

The | < lice are making war against 
the pens'll n plan, because they say 
that it places t he i, id men at a det ided 
disadvantage In respect to their pies- 
ent condition. 

Hearings are now being opened 
upon the matter and James McCon- 
nell, the Boston attorney, who was 
chairman of the commit- Mon , is going 
over the new plan in detail. 

The contributory system is the sys- 
tem ol Germany , where it works will 
under the authority of the govern- 
ment . Hut here, whenever propised. 
It has not proved popular. Contrib- 
utory workmen’s compensation was 
at tirst proposed, but it was ft, uni 
absolutely impossible, and Die in- 
surance plan was adopted. 

Probably ino-t people are more in- 
terested In the subject of old age 
pensions, but ti e commission has 
toutiil that conditions are not yet tjpe 
lor them. 

Railroads

men in the legislature. Kobert Wash- I 
burn is not satisfied with the hoard I 
of trustees proposed for the Hoston 1 
and Maine, which trustees are to I 
hold the stock of the Hoston nnd 
Maine now held by the Hoston Rail- 
road Holding company. His choice 
would he Ex- Mayor Logan of Wor- 
cester and Public Service Commis- 
sioner Anderson, whom he calls 
"Hoils" for a pet name. This is about 
the only humor in the entire situa- 
tion. 

It Is as vet uncertain whether the 
trustees may hold the stock without 
an enabling act of the legislature, 
but It is generally held that such an 
act will he necessary an I one is being 
framed in consultations with the rail- 
road attorneys and the committee on 
railroads. 

The possibility of a receivership for 
the Hoston and Maine Is much talked 
of, nnd it may lie that no attempt will 
he mnde to hnvo the enabling act 
passed until this possibility is elim- 
inated . 

Health 

i h health situation centres around 
proposed reorganization of the 

■M board of health, for which a 

■ s being formulated by the gov- 
ernor. I'nited States Surgeon Gen- 
eral Kerr nnd the members of the 
health committee. 

Hut an agreement among those who 
are planning to reorganize does not 
mean the passage of the hill by any 
means, because the friends of the 
present board of health must he satis- 
tied that no Injustice Is done to I)r 
Walcott, who, for many years, has 
been at the head of the board. 

This is a ticklish matter and a hair 
might upset all the plans. The pres- 
ent hoard Is unpaid, and the, first 
principal of reorganization Is the 
creation of an unpaid board.

Ita System of Demerits and the Sunday

aieiimul.ite the unfortunate student Is 
d. aiii-sed from the academy. 

At half past l'> every Sunday morn- 
ing i lie cadets gather in front of the 
stone barracks, as trimly kept as any 
Fifth avenue mansion, and form In 
line, witii faultless uniforms, natty 
white hells and sasli, and inarch up 
flic hill to tin* chapel service. It Is 
something of a walk, as some of the 
pulling visitors observed on reaching 
the summit terrace. Silently and in 
perfect time and order the cadets 
change formation and tile Into the 
chapel under rows of historical regi- 
mental hnuucrs, some of which hud 
seen service nearly a century ugo. 
S mie of the old stands of colors were 
threadbare, hut the Held of blue al- 
ways roiuui"cd with its story of a na- 
tion's development, hearing constella- 
tions of fr ua thirteen to forty-eight 
stars in their Imperishable fields of 
blue.

The 
services throughout were Impressive 
and conducted with military precision

ON THE FARM

Knbhish and brush In the orchard yet/ 
Gather mid burn at once, and thus destroy 
harboring places of insect, fungi and 
other pests. 

Profitable farming and gardening calls 
for more thought put Into the business, 
bat it also calls for considerable labor, 
and that given at the right time. 

Asparagus is one of the best single 
crops one can grow requiring only a full 
appreciation of demands as well as dilli- 
cultles. Once properly set and cared for 
It Is good for 20 years. Rhubarb, If 
liberally fed, should give a gross return 
of $500 to $000 per acre yearly. 

Fill a medium sized sprinkling can with 
water, add three or four spoonfuls of 
hellebore and two spoonfuls of kerosene. 
As soon as the insects begin their work 
on the rose bushes, stir mixture well and 
sprinkle bushes. 

While the immediate result of trans- 
planting is always to check growth, the 
ultimate results of proper and careful 
transplanting are usually beneficial. It 
makes possible better care of the plants 
while young ; a more compact and better 
branched root system is developed. 

Dairying lias made Wisconsin farmers 
rich aud famous. They are the leaders in 
tlie production of milk, cream, butter and 
cheese. Their dairy cattle now total more 
than a million and a half The total cnsli 
sales from these good cows, including tlie 
sale of breeding stock, run up to more 
than $1000,000,000 a year. 

When judging ttie capacity of a cow It 
is important to notice tlie elllciency of her 
digestive organs by studying her handling 
qualities, sen whether her hide is soft, 
pliable, of medium thickness, and covered 
with a soft, silky coat of hair, which in- 
dicates that the organs of digestion are in 
perfect worktug order. 

There are several ways of eradicating 
weeds from our fields The chief methods 
are : Good rotation of crops, clean tillage, 
cleaning up waste places on the farm, ami 
planting clean seed, and the greatest of 
these Is planting only clean seed. Home 
grown seed is generally the best aud the 
most economical to plant. 

When a branch is removed tne cut 
should lie made smooth aud as close to the 
axis of support as possible. Never leave 
a slid), no matter if it is only a half of ail 
inch long. A shade tree is so valuable 
that it is entitled to a careful pruning. 
Do the work correctly, even if it takes a 
little longer time. 

For fodder or silage, corn may be 
planted rather close, but for grain make 
the planting far apart in the row, or only 
a few stalks to tlie hill where the field is 
check-rowed. Every year corn yields 
prove disappointing because the corn 
plants staud too thickly in the rows. 
Give space and get big ears. 

There Is no question that there is less 
infectious material outside tlie barn than 
within it. W’hen we slop to consider 
therefore, the highly stimulated resistance 
on tlie one hand and tlie less exposure to 
Infection that ttiere is m the open air on 
the other, can we avoid the conclusion 
that our animals, and particularly our 
young animals, are safer in tlie open air 
thau they are in the barn / 

The first step in planting the new corn 
crop well, before a furrow is plowed, is 
to secure good seed. Good seed to plant 
must be good seed for perfection aud 
grain from the show point of view, aud it 
must be more than this. It must be seed 
grown in your own immediate neighbor- 
hood, or at least not far away. Corn is 
unlike some other seeds In this respect; 
It will never do its best until it becomes 
acclimated. 

Much is being said at the present time 
about iotetisive farming. The farm vege- 
table garden, If properly handled through 
all tlie growing season, is a good example 
of Intensive farming on a small scale- 
Countiug the average low selling price of 
vegetables on the home market, it is easily 
possible to make the garden yield a gro**s 
profit of from $2ou to $500 per acre. 

Front the fact that the garden soil 
grow.- w eeds so w elt is a good iudicaliou 
tiiar it will grow large crops of useful 
vegetables and fruits. Weeds will rot) 
the soil more thau good crops. In spring 
in ordering seeds aud plauuiug the garden, 
plans should be made for a full succession 
of crops from tlie earliest spring till tlie 
last growing weeks of autumn It is 
( economy iu every way to keep the soil pio- 
duciug, every square rod of it, all through 
the grow iug months.

Stole Livery of Heaven to 
Serve Devil In. 

HYPOCRITE IS EVERYWHERE. 


Man Loves Gold and Hatea to Be Im- 
posed Upon by Counterfeits — Goods 
Shipped In Plain Packages — Many 
Local Merchants Deficient In Knowl- 
edge of Advertising.

The first hypocrite was the umti who : 
stole the livery of the court of heaven 
to serve the devil In. 

Some people speak us If hypocrites 
were confined only to religion, but 
they nre everywhere, people pretend- 
ing to wealth when they have not a j 
sixpence, assuming knowledge of which 
they ure ignorant, shamming a cul- 
ture they ure fur removed from, adopt- 
ing opinions they do not hold and pre- 
tending honest business roles which 
nre far from the legitimate. 

As a man loves gold, In t lint pro- 
portion he hates to be Imposed upon 
by counterfeits, and In proportion as 
a man lias regard for that which Is 
above price and better than gold he 
abhors that hypocrisy which Is hut 
Its counterfeit. 

Lying before the writer Is the acme 
of hypocrisy. It Is a catalogue of one 
of those mail order houses, and on one 
page three sewing machines are adver- 
tised. The first is declared to be tlie 
“most perfect sewing machine on the 
market," the second is sahl to have 
“more good sensible Ideas than any ! 
other." while tlie third Is praised as 
being "tlie most superior sewing ma- 
chine on the market." 

Now, which of these machines really 
is the best? Which of them Is as good 
as tlie one your retailer sells and guar- 
antees? Can any reader of tlie above 
triumvirate of ads. tell? Most assur- 
edly not. 

The lesson should he plain to all who 
receive these catalogues. They con- 
tain glowing descriptions of goods, hut 
the senders of money do not know 
what they are going to get for their 
money when they send It to a mall or- 
der house. 

Goods In Plain Packages. 

Were It not so serious it would be 
amusing to read some of tlie smooth 
arguments tlie catalogue houses ad- 
vance to their readers in an effort to 
induce them to send in orders. They j 
sny that goods are sent in plain pack- | 
ages because many merchants who buy j 
of them to sell again object to having 
their name appear on tlie boxes. We 
know we are safe In saying there is 
not one single merchant in tlie whole 
United States wtio ever ordered any 
goods from these concerns. The state- 
ment is made in an effort to make the 
consumer believe that lie can buy as 
cheaply as his local merchant can. 

Hut printed matter that will sell 
goods is within the power of almost 
any local retailer. Most all the expert 
advice Is little more than empty gen- 
eralizing alsiut nonessentials. It is not 
literature, remember, hut advertising, 
that you want to write. Knowledge of 
words and type und the ability to 
write line Introductory paragraphs and 
striking headings are not to he de- 
spised. of course, hut the facts, not 
fancy ways of saying them, are what 
Induce tlie people to spend their money 
In the local stores. 

The merchant's knowledge of his 
store. Ills goods and tlie |>eople is more 
than an offset for any lack of ability to 
coin catchy phrases or to use technical 
language in telling the printer how lie 
would like to have tits advertising 
look. 

When the merchant sits down to 
write his ad. he should imagine t tint 
his hardest customer to sell to Is seat- 
ed on tlie other side of tits desk. lie 
should write what his talk would he 
If he were determined to muke a sale 
to that customer when In the most ob- 
stinate of moods. He should write it 
ull down, then lock it in his desk for a 
few hours, luter cut out all the super- 
fluous words aud priut the fucts with- 
out uny trimmings. 

Personality Brings Trade. 

The nearer the local mercliaut can 
come to making Ills advertising sound 
like his talk the more effective It will 
he. Personality Is whut brings aud 
holds trade; itersoiiallty secures to your 
competitor trade likewise difficult to 
wean away from him. 

The modern retail merchant must 
inuke sure that Ills displays iu his win- 
dows and iu tlie store Itself are such as 
will Interest women. A general vuri 
Hy ought lo lie shown, with prices 
dearly ilnllcuted in plain figures. Make 
inspection easy und then let shoppers 
Inspect undisturbed, for in this man 
ln-r many new wants will he developed 
In the minds of tlie shoppers. The 
merchant or salesman who stands over 
• shopper and attempts to press a sale 
Invariably annoys tlie customer and 
hastens his or her departure. 

The merchant who has not advanced 
with tlie times must come to a full real- 
ization at once that many changes ure 
necessary before In* can hope to com- 
pete resultfull.v with retail mail order 
houses, and the first and principal 
change is (lie inniuier In which ids 
stock is displayed, and in tlie process 
of this arrangement lie uiusl I ike into 
consideration the fact tli.it men have

LINCOLN'S STATEROOM. 

The President Thought He Had 

Shrunk In Size Overnight. 

In "Tin* Everyday Life of Abra- 
ham Lincoln'' Mr. I-’. I'. Browne In- 
i ludes an amusing am* dote |o!d by 
Admiral Porter about tin* president's 
short \ is it to t In* front in tlu* latter 
part of March, isdo. Mr. Lincoln had 
changed ills quarters from the ltiver 
Queen to the Malvern, Admiral Por- 
ter's flagship, which was t Don lying In 
tin* .lames river, near City Point. Ad 
in it n t Porter says: 

The Malvern was a small vessel with 
very poor cabin accommodations and 
was not at all fitted to receive high 
personages. She was a captured block 
ado ruiim-r. 1 offered the president my 
tied, tint In* positively declined It and 
chose to sleep In a small stateroom 
outslle tin* entdn that my secretary 
occupied. It was only (i feet long by 
*l'j foot wide, a very tiny place to bold 
tlie president of the United States, hut 
Mr. Lincoln si'omod pleased with It. 

When lie entile to breakfast the next 
morning 1 asked how lie had slept. 
"I slept well," In* answered, "tint you 
can’t put a long sword In a short 
scabbard. I was too long for that 
berth." Then I remembered that he 
was over six feet four Inches and 
that the berth was only six feet! That 
day while we were away from the 
ship all the carpenters were put to 
work. They took down the stateroom 
partitions mid enlarged tlie room to 
eight feet hy six and a half feet. A 
mattress four feet wide was put In 
the new berth. 

Nothing was said to the president 
about the change in his quarters, hut 
the next morning ho came out of the 
room smiling and said, “A miracle 
happened last night. I shrank six 
inches in length and about a foot side- 
ways. I gut somebody else's big pil- 
low and slept in a hotter bed than I 
had on the ltiver Queen.” He enjoyed 
it greatly, hut I think if I had given 
him two fenrtc rails to sleep on ho 
would not have found fault. That 
was Ahrahqm Lincoln In all things 
that related to ills own comfort. He 
would never let you put yourself out 
for him under any circumstances. 

A NAVAL COMEDY. 

Surrender of the Spanish Gunboat Cal- 
lao at Manila. 

On the afternoon of tin* 12th (May 
12. 18!)Si a small Spanish gunboat 
came steaming up Manila hay. directly 
toward the American Meet. Tlie sur- 
prise of the people in the tleet was 
great; this little vessel seemed so con- 
fident and friendly. Finally one of 
our ships tired a shot across her how. 
This did not seem to make any differ- 
ence to her, for she kept on just the 
same. Then we saw an officer go 
alongside from the flagship. 

We found out that evening that tills 
vessel was the Spanish gunboat Cal- 
lao and that she had been cruising in 
the southern part of tin* Philippines 
for a long time and had not heard 
about the war. and, the time of her 
cruise being finished, she was now re- 
turning to Manila. The ollleers and 
men had been looking forward to tills 
for a long time, because in Manila 
they were to find their wives, children, 
parents, friends, theaters, clubs, lin- 
tels, newspapers and all the tilings 
that make sailors look forward with 
happiness to getting home. They saw 
a great many ships in the harbor Hy- 
ing the American flag. I mt this did 
not give them uny uneasiness, and 
when the first gun was fired hy the 
American ship they did not notice that 
the shot came across the how of their 
own ship, aud thought it was simply 
the first gun of some salute. 

ltut when tlie second shot was tired 
and they heard the whizzling of tlie 
shell they knew something was wrong. 
And when the American officer cnine 
on hoard and told them that every 
ship iu tin* licet was destroyed and 
that they themselves were prisoners 
of war their feelings of joyful hope 
went through a change that, let us 
hope, few of us will ever know.— From 
Admiral Hrndlcy A. Flake's “Wur 
Time In Manila."

OLD JAPANESE ART 

Swords of Perfumed Steel That 
Cannot Now Be Made. 

MARVEL OF A CRYSTAL BALL 


Rubbed Into a Perfect Sphere by Ham 1 , 

It Would Be Difficult lo Duplicate It 
With Modern Machinery — Legend of ’ 
tbe Secret of a SwordmaUer.

.Mr. Valle actually owned a sword ul 
scented steel one lime, hut It was 
stolen from the office of his lawyer 
several years ng". He regards this 
loss as the greatest a collector could 
face and feels sure that he will never 
get that sword hack again. 

"The perfume was delicate and 
pleasing," he said. "It Is not the only 
sword of the kind in the world. The 
royal collection at Vienna has one, and 
there are two or throe more which 
have Pel a lin'd their fragrance for all 
these hundreds of years. 

“The scent Is actually a part of the 
atoel. The sword was Incased In a 
wood sheath, which Rave forth no odor. 
Tin* handle of the sword was of wood, 
which was easily removed and which 
gave no odor. The makers’ names, 
father and son, were on the steel of 
the handle. 

"1 entertained n group of Sheffield 
steel men at my home several years 
ngo and Just as a surprise for them I 
had the sword on the table. They were 
lmast Inc about what great steelmak- 
ers they were, and then I asked them 
to smell tin* sword. They were the 
most surprised men you ever saw. 

“‘Steelmakers.’ I said. ‘There Is 
some real art In making steel; let us 
see you o<puil that.’ They could not, of 
course." 

Mr. Valle safd that there are hun- 
dreds of mechanical tricks of the Jap 
anoso artisans of hundreds of years 
ago which have been lost. Those men 
have made many articles which can- 
not he duplicated wllli modern machin- 
ery. 

"I have in my home a crystal hall six 
inches in diameter," he said. ‘‘It is ns 
round as n billiard hall; It will stand 
any tost for roundness. That was made 
by hand several hundred years ago. It 
would he difficult to make it now with 
machinery, if It is possible; but think 
of the years of toil and the special abil- 
ity required for a man to rub a block 
of crystal Into a perfect sphere." 

Mr, Valle said that old Japanese 
princes kept hordes of men at work, 
paying them fairly well. These men 
had food and lodging assured for the 
rest of their lives, and they didn’t have 
to hurry with their work. 

lie told of one cabinet started by one 
man for tin* prince who employed him 
but who failed to llnisli It. He died 
and the prince died. The son of the 
artisan took up the work, expecting to 
finish it for the son of the former 
prince. They both died, and the cabi- 
net was finally finished by tbe grand- 
son of the original cabinetmaker and 
presented to the grandson of the orig- 
inal prince. 

"There was one swordmaker who laid 
the trick of making a dagger with u 
very hard steel point, which gradually 
grew softer toward the handle. He did 
tills by taking a dagger blade of uni- 
form hardness, packing It in clay which 
was thicker toward the handle. In this 
1 way when lie heated the pack the heal 
was graded, being strong at the point 
and soft near Hie handle. 

"The secret lay in the temperature of 
the water lie put it in after heating 
it. No one could discover how hot the 
water was or how long he kept the 
mass In the water. 

"Ho had several young men working 
for him. and one of these men, a trick- 
ster, was anxious to learn the secret. 

1 The old man prepared Ills hath I 11 a 
i private tent tine day lie was coming 
I out of the tent with a newly finished 
! sword under his arm when the young 
man darted past him and stuck his 
hand in the water. 

“Tile old man wheeled and struck 
out with Ids sword. He cut so quickly 
that lie severed the young man’s arm 
before the young inau’s nerves could 
convey any idea of the temperature of 
the water to Ids brain -or so they 
say.” 

One <>f the old sword makers had the 
peculiar knack of making swords 
which, of themselves, continually 
searched for trouble. "Blood drink- 
ers." these swords were named. There 
was one of them in the Bowes collec- 
tion, which was sold In England seven 
or eight years ago. 

“One of my friends I >• night lids 
sword." said Mr. Valle. "He was ex 
plaining it* peculiar nature to some of 
us. One of the men laughed at the 
superstition. Just as he was in the 
middle of a guffaw the sword slipped 
out of its sheath, the handle struck 
the floor and the point fell against his 
leg He was severely cut. 1 saw this, 
mid. while I myself don't attach any 
supernatural power t > the sword, that 
►erics of facts keeps me from laughing 
it it." New York Sun.

Glorious American Privilege — Time 

to Pause and Consider.

There arc many and various kinds of 
robbers loose today In this land of 
plenty, but perhaps the two most un- 
popular of them are the soil robber and 
tlie community rubber— the farmer 
who rolls tils land of Its producing 
strength and the consumer who robs 
Ids community of Its dollars. 

The high grade, successful farmer Is 
the one who Increases rattier than di- 
minishes the fertility of tils land. Ev- 
ery year lie changes Ills crop with that 
one object In view. He subscribes for 
and reads very carefully the agricul- 
tural reports, paying particular atten- 
tion to the reports on experiments made 
by advanced and progressive fanners. 

Why lie does this Is plain. He knows 
very well that It would he useless to 
plant good seed In wornuut soil. It’s 
tils wish mill Intention to make a profit 
on Ids Investment In seed and labor as 
well' as In soli, and this, of course, 
could not Ih> accomplished If the soil 
were not fruitful. 

Bleeding Home Communities. 

Today there are hundreds of thou- 
sands of American citizens who are 
bleeding their home communities by 
taking out of the channels of locnl 
trade the money needed to transact 
business and sending It to dealers who 
do not and who cannot by any possi- 
ble means return It to do Its proper 
and necessary work in local business 
circles. 

The Mg city mail order houses that 
sell goods at retail through the medi- 
um of catalogues to farmers and oth- 
ers all over the country buy nothing 
from their customers. They invariably 
exchange goods for money, never 
money for goods. They employ no 
labor in ttie communities where their 
customers must earn their living: they 
buy no farm products: they own no 
real estate: they pay no taxes; they 
have no money on deposit Jii the local 
banks: they do not advertise In the 
local newspapers: they do not give 
credit: they do not even pay the freight 
on goods they sell. Every cent taken 
by them out of the community Is per- 
manently lost to tlie business of that 
community. 

These are all plain and evident 
truths, are they not? 

We would ask tiffs very same farmer, 
who would he insulted were lie charg- 
ed with neglecting to keep ills soil en- 
rlelied to the highest possible degree, 
to explain how he can deliberately 
roll Ills community by buying Ids goods 
from out of town concerns. 

Farmer Planted In Community. 

Th* farmer plants seed In tlie soil, 
and In order to produce results lie must 
keeji that soil fertilized. Being him- 
self planted In the community, lie does 
Ills trading In a foreign city and there- 
by assists Ids community In becoming 
poor. 

Why should tills farmer have great- 
er respect for the seed which he plants 
than lie lias for himself, tils family or 
his neighbor? 

There Is a community In Minnesota 
in the center of which Is a city em- 
bracing about 10.000 people, and It is 
conservatively estimated that some- 
thing more than $1100.000 annually Is 
sent from there to mall order houses 
for the purchase of goods which could 
Just as well lie secured at the home 
stores. 

This estimate Is bused on the figures 
secured from reliable sources In the 
aforementioned community — that Is. 
from the hunker, the express agent 
and tlie | 1 st master. 

Tills, iierhaps. Is the strongest evi- 
dence of “robbing" a community. 

The answer to the above may he 
that a uian has a right to buy where 
he pleases, it is his money he is spend- 
ing, and he lias tlie right to send it 
away if he wishes, particularly if he 
finds that he is to be the gainer 
thereby. 

A Glorious American Privilege. 

Ill this glorious America 
of ours every citizen Is privileged to 
consult his own pleasure in spending 
ids money . He can spend it or hoard 
it up. or lie may contribute il for the 
purpose nt building monuments lo the 
memory of great men.

The Engagement Wae Short, Sharp 
and Decisive, and In It the Patriot 
Spitfire, Mietreee Day, Earned the 
Right to Her Title and to Fame. 

The Inst battle of the Revolution was 
not lit Yorktown. nor was it any of the j 
many small skirmishes that occurred ; 
nftor the surrender of Cornwallis and 
before the formal declaration of peace 
In 1783. The last battle was of the na- 
ture of a duel, and It happened on the 
day the British evacuated New York. 

The great day that was to see the 
Inst of King George lll.’s regiments 
leave these shores finally arrived. Tin* j 
British army was to board the ships 
that lay In the harbor. Washington 
and Ills troops were waiting! at Kings 
bridge and McGowan’s pass to take 
possession of the city inimcdntely on 
their departure. 

Major William Cunningham, the 
British provost marshal and command- 
er of the prison on the common, gave 
one last look about his olllce, tossed 
the key on the table and went out 
i Into the sunlight, slamming the door 
behind him with much unnecessary 
violence. Mis infamous reign was 
over. There were few forms of cruel- ' 

! ty that he had hesitated to practice on | 
the luckless Continental prisoners In 
his charge. Among the mildest were 
the contamination of their drinking 
water by throwing rubbish into the 
well and the appropriation and sale of 
their rations for his own profit. 

The friends and relatives of his vie 
tlms were llocking back to the city tri 
umphant. and it behooved Major Cun- 
ningham not to linger. So lie left 
the prison, turned into the common, 
and crossed It to gain Broadway. Me 
strode afong muttering curses under 
his breath. At the corner of Broad- 
way and Murray street something 
caught Ills eye. Mi* stopped, hesitated, 
then turned aside and hastened down 
Murray street. 

“Wliat audacity! What monstrous 
audacity !” lie (bought. But it was like 
that rebel spitfire. Mistress Day. Tie 
would teaeli her one final lesson. 

lie reached the Day bouse, which 
was a tavern near Greenwich street, 
opened the gate and shook his list at 
the Stars and Stripes that fluttered 
from a tidl flagpole, as if waving a 
triumphant welcome to the Continental 
troops. 

Wrathfui'y lie seized the halyards 
and began to pull tile flag down tin* 
pole. Thor* was something nliout the , 
action that loothed his milled feelings, 
lie would fct least take back to Eng 
land with Wm one captured rebel ban 
ner. But he bad reckoned without 
Mistress Dry! 

From her kitchen that patriotic wo 
man beard the creaking of the pulley 
on her flagstaff. She tiptoed to her 
front windows and peeped out. 'She 
knew the major only too well, and she 
determined to prevent tills tinal out- | 
rage. She flew back to the kitchen and 
seized her broom. 

In Hie meantime, with his back to ] 
the house, the major was hauling away 
vigorously.

FATE OF THE RESOLUTE. 

British Economy and the End of 
Franklin’* Exploring Ship. 

The story of how the brave little ex- 
ploring ship the Resolute was found by 
nil American vessel in Davis strait aft- 
er a thousand mile cruise from Mel- 
ville Island without a soul on board I* 
easily the most captivating In the Ids 
tory of nrctlc exploration. The Reso- 
lute. locked In the Ice, was abandoned 
on May 15. 1S54, sorely against the will 
of her enptnin by advice of the lender 
of the Belcher-Frnnklln expedition. 
The reappearance of the vessel on 
Sept. 17 caused n great sensation, and 
tlie United States brought the vessel 
with great ceremony to Cowes in order 
to present it to tlie queen of England. 

Tho queen, tlie prince consort and 
others of tlie royal family then at Os- 
borne House inspected the vessel, 
whh h hud been carefully repaired and 
all the original furniture retained In 
position down to the smallest trinkets. 
The American skipper traced before 
her majesty the thousand mile course 
of the vessel and expressed Ids belief 
that Sir John Franklin was still alive, 
living tinning tlie Eskimos. 

After many banquets the actual 
transfer of the vessel took place on 
Dee. flu. bSTiii. when tin* American flag 
was replaced by the British. And now 
'■nines the tragedy. The admiralty had 
no sooner come into the possession of 
the vessel than it proceeded to break 
it up on the good old principle of puli 
lie economy!— London Chronicle. 

A TRAP FOR MARINERS. 

Salmadina Bank, Off Colombia's Coast, 
la a Perilous Shoal. 

One of tlie most dangerous places for 
navigation is tlie Saliiiadiua bank, 
which lies just outside the harbor of 
Cartagena. Colombia. Many vessels 
have come to grief oil the treacherous 
sands of Salmadina in tlie past, and 
because of the impossibility of keeping 
buoys on it the shoal Is a constant 
menace to ships plying those waters. 

This dangerous bank is about four 
miles long and two miles wide. There 
is scarcely more than twelve feet of 
water over it at any time. Tlie sea 
is usually smooth in that part of tlie 
Caribbean, and unless there Is ground 
swell enough to cause waves to break 
on the reef there is nothing to warn 
tlie navigator that be is approaching 
til is shallow spot. lie may have tils 
iead going and got plenty of water 
one minute and be bang up mi tin* 
shoal the next. 

The lighthouse people will probably 
never be able to put buoys on Salma 
dina that will stay there. They are in 
variably carried away in the terrifle 
hurricanes that periodically sweep 
these waters. So it seems as if Salma- 
dina was a bad spot put there for the

For traveling or drinking In 
a tavern on Sunday the fine was fixed 
at 40 shillings for each offense. For 
“hanging out bonnets, clothing or fish 
to dry— penalty for bonnets, (Is. 8d.: 
for clothes. 4 shillings; for fish. 3 shil- 
lings. Carrying water from tlie well 
or washing meat thereat in time of 
sermon, penalty, 8 shillings; gathering 
kail in time of sermon, penalty, 5 shil- 
lings: going to neighbors' houses in 
time of sermon without lawful excuse, 
such ns sickness, penalty for first 
fault, 12 shillings, and for second 
twice ns much, with rebuke before tlie 
craft, and for the third, summons be- 
fore the kirk session.”— London Chron- 
icle.

A .'lory ot President 1 incoln 
Foun cd on Fact

\\ lion the great struggle between tlie 
net; hern and southern stales oamc on 
Allan I ilz Hugh, twelve years old. 
was at s. b ull in V irginia, iie was a 
boy of delicate physique, but was lull 
of tire, and, hearing that Abraham 
Liin oln was coming southward at tlie 
head of an armed force, was milch 
troubled bemuse lie was ton young to 
shoulder a musket and repel tin* in- 
vader. He found it dlllleult during 
those exciting times to attend tn his 
studies, and had it not been for the 
Influence of Ills 111(1(111*1'. whom he dear 
ly loved, lie could not have boon kept 
at school at al.. 

In those days the passion attending 
war ran high on liotli sides. The 
songs, the gibes, the speeches and what 
was written concerning tin* great 
struggle were very bitter and usually 
far from the truth. In the north it 
was "We'll hang Jeff Davis on a sour 
apple tree." and in tlu* south l’rosident 
Lincoln was called "tlu* baboon." The 
northern schoolboy conceived tin* idea 
that President Davis was an ogre, not 
realizing that he was an educated gen- 
tleman. had commanded a regiment of 
United States troops in tin* war with 
Mexico, had been a i'nited States son 
a tor and secretary of war. Tin* south- 
ern schoolboy considered President 1 
Lincoln a wild man from the western 
woods who delighted in bloodshed. 
Children whose minds are not devel- 
ojied must concentrate upon one head 
in any movement in which they are 1 
Interested. So Allan's thoughts dwelt 
upon Mr. Lincoln, embodying in Dim 
the whole northern army, which was 
to him a terrible horde coming down 
to destroy tlu* south. • 

When Allan was lifteeii he begged 
his mother to let him go to light for 
tlie Confederacy. Naturally she clung 
to her son, and tlie matter was com- 
promised between them in this wise: 
If the war was not over in another 
year Allan was to enlist with his 
mother's consent. Many boys of his 
age, botli in the north and In tlie south, 
broke away from parental restraint 
and enlisted without permission. Food 
for powder was in demand, and the 
recruiting officers often winked at t Do 
fact that the recruits were under age. 
But Allan was his mother's only child, 
and, being of an extremely affect ion- 
h e disposition, tlu* bond between 
them was doubly strong. 

So Allan continued at his studies, 
though he read more about tlu* battles 
that were being fought than the sub- 
jects treated of in his textbooks. He 
lived in Richmond and at one time had 
listened to the roar of cannon during 
the seven days' buttles that laid been 
fought between Lee and McClellan. 
Ills admiration for soldiers wore away 
some of Ids bitterness against the Fed- 
eral generals, but President Lincoln 
was still the embodiment "f Ids re- 
pugnance for the northern people. The 
two heads— Davis of tlie Confederacy 
and Lincoln of the Federal Union— 
throughout tin* war continued to repre- 
sent the hitter antagonism felt by 
either side. 

In the early spring of lStio Allan 
Fitz Hugh came to be sixteen years of 
age, and his mother reluctantly con- 
sented to liis doing ids part to fill the 
gaps in tin* southern ranks made by 
northern missiles. When the time 
came for him to leave his mother lie 
was seized with a foreboding t Da t lie 
would not see lief again, it is ques- 
tionable which suffered tlie more at the 
parting, mot tier or son. 

A 1 in l) enlisted in time to take part 
in one of the last battles of the war. 
He saw a dark line of blue on the 
edge of a wood behind earthworks. 
With the Confederate line of Imttle 
be moved toward it. Suddenly a storm 
burst in Ids face. ID* felt himself col- 
lapse and sank down on tlie ground. 

His companions in arms went on. 
but were soon driven back and over 
him, leaving him there with a stream 
of blood flowing from Dis side. 

Later lie was picked up by a Fed- 
eral ambulance corps and placed on a 
stretcher. He believed himself to bo 
dying, and, oh. how terrible not to be 
I aide to bid his mother g< "dby! 

‘‘Mother!" In* cried. mother!" 

A tall, spare mail ii. citizen's apparel 
beard tlie wail and directed tlu* eur- 
i riers to put down the stretcher and. 
kneeling beside It. asked tenderly; 

"What cun I do for you. my poor 
j boyY” 

“You are a Yankee. You will do 
i untiling for me. 1 wish to send a 
message to my mother, but it will nev 
' er reach ln*r." 

“Give me your message and I prom- 
ise you that 1 will send it for you.” 

The next morning Mrs. Fitz Hugh 
heard <>f the buttle and knew that her 
son had been in it. While she was 
wondering what might have been Ids 
fate a man rode up to her and gave 
lier a message, staling that it had 
come by flag of truce. 

Starting for the front at once, ti e 
anxious mother succeeded in bringing 
her boy home, iie hovered for some 
time between life and death, then be- 
gan slowly to recover. Not long after 
riiis Richmond was evacuated by the 
Confederates, and President Liuco.u 
went down there from Washington 
When lie was riding through the street 
on which the Fitz Hughs lived Allan 
was pro p| ted up in an easy chair on 
pillows, and Ids mother pointed out 
Mr. Lincoln to him. 

“Ob. mother!" exclaimed the buy. 

"What is it. Allan Y" 

“He's the man who comforted ine 
wheu I was carried off that dreadful 
battlefield, and lie sent you m> me 
e age *

Weymonth in England has invited Wey- 
mouth in New England to send repre- 
sentatives next June to the dedication of 
a memorial to John Endicott.

President Coolldge of the Senate 

Expected to Be Candidate For 

Higher Honors Later — Mystery In 

Ways and Meant Committee — Cur- 

rency Bill Will 8oon Reach Governor 

An observer remarked the other 
day that with all the business before 
It, the legislature had not so far this 
year enacted any Important measures 
and had passed none with the possi- | 
ble exception of the woman suffrage 
resolve. 

This does not mean that there have 
been no essential measures put 
through. The appropriation bills 
now run considerably over ten mil- 
lions, and these are probably more 
than essential. But what the speak- 
er referred to was questions of big 
policy. 

The business of the general court 
■till drags heavily. The railroad and 
taxation questions which are the most 
Important of all are waiting. 

Chairman Mncleod of the public 
service commission, Is now in con- 
sultation with the governor upon the 
traction problems. The proposed tax 
reforms are tied up for the time be- 
ing with many conferences. Mean- 
while the hitter feeling In the house 
continues nnd the senate has hardly 
enough business to keep up Its cir- 
culation. 

Higher Honors? 

The one leader of clear judgment is 
rapidly being developed at the state 
house. He Is President Calvin Cool- 
ldge of the senate. The way that 
Coolldge Is being backed up In the 
senate is cause for comment through- 
out the state house. His quaint 
speech and sound sense are in re- 
freshing contrast to the general wild- 
ness of prejudice and opinion. Cool- 
ldge will probably lie president of 
the senate for another year, but if he 
Is not a strong candidate for higher 
honors it will surprise a lot of peo- 
ple. 

The Candy Bill 

The confectionery industry of the 
elate is in an uproar over the bill 
which forbids the use of glucose or 
corn syrup in the manufacture of 
candy. 

The little bill went quite a long 
way in the legislature before the par- 
ties most interested in it began to 
sit up and pay attention. Then the 
representatives of the candy indus- 
try had a meeting and decided to 
write to everybody in the legislature. 
They have faithfully kept to their 
program and the bill is blocked. 

Ways and Means Mystery 

There is a little mystery hanging 
over the ways and means committee 
on each branch. And Chairman Tom 
White of the house committee says 
that there will shortly he a surprise. 
It is thought that he means thnt there 
will be a surprise when the stute tax 
is announced. This announcement is 
not made until the last day of the 
session when the last appropriation 
bill has been made up. The expecta- 
tion now is that the state tax will not 
be kept at the $10,000,000 mark, it 
was $8,000,000 last year. But the 
fixed charges of government by reason 
of recent legislation have mounted 
to an extent that the linancial ex- 
perts are puzzled at the final possi- 
bilities. 

Co-operative Bank Bill 

The co-operative hank bill which Is 
Just leaving tin* house brings promise 
of rather a lively time before it gets 
through, if it does get through. The 
present law leaves no opportunity for 
a shareholder in such a hank to keep 
his shares in it after they have ma- 
tured in value. The new bill gives 
tills right. Some of the co-operative 
banks which do not wish to do this, 
object on the ground that it will 
create a social savings Hass and may 
cause litigation by reason of the pos- 
sible pooling of Hie shares by the 
holder. 

The counter argument made by tin* 
banks which want the change is that 
it takes a period of about ten years 
for such shares to mature and that the 
banks have made so much mom y that 
they can well afford to continue to 
pay 5 per < < nt upon ruHi shares, 
ami that furthermore, an investor nt 
ten years standing is not the ordinary 
savings bank investor, hut a more 
careful and more conservative per- 
son . 

Modern Theory Jolted 

The tusi veto message of Governor 
W alsh to 1 he legislature created wide- 
spread interest Ik cause of the ide 1 
which was contained in it. 

His excellency said that to appoint 
excise boards of various cities , im- 
posed too great a burden upon the 
ciilel executive. The only two cities 
in the state which have license boards 
appointed by the governor, are Bos- 
ton and Fall Kiver. The vetoed lull 
yruuded tor such a board for the city 
oi I'hHsea. 

Governor Walsh is an exceptionally 
busy governor, lor he lias attended 
not 1 niy to the administrative duties 
Of ins oltice. but lias g Iso shown him- 
self liberally in various parts of r e 
stale where lie lias delivered many 
addresses upon state mutters. A 
governor who devotes so in ich time 


will find no time in the tiny Tor lei- 
sure. Nevertheless, there Is n strik- 
ing note of home rule in the Chelsea 
veto In strong contrast with the rath- 
er modern theory of loading up a chief 
magistrate with responsibility and 
not taking it away. 

The Currency Blit 

A really Important measure which 
will gixm reach the governor's office 
is House 7, which provides thnt 
trust companies may take advantage 
i>f the federal reserve currency hill. 

This is by no means a popular 
question, but the advantages of tt 
ought to he more generally under- 
stood, because of the big Increase in 
business opportunities which it cre- 
ates. 

The federal reserve currency hill 
alms at the introduction of foreign 
banking methods Into this country. 
The present banking of the United 
States Is ridiculed nbrond. It rests 
principally upon the ability of the 
mercantile borrower to meet hts 
botes. Abroad the note Is accepted 
and signed by the buyer and deposit- 
ed In the hank which discounts it. 

Here our federal reserve banks will 
take nn accumulation of these mer- 
cantile notes and hand hack to the 
discounting hank the equivalent in 
gold. A rate board will check the 
volume of discounted notes by fixing 
the rate nt n sufficiently high figure. 

Now the federal reserve bill ap- 
plies only to national banks. But 
the Massachusetts bill comes forward 
and gives the domestic trust com- 
pany the same right to join the fed- 
eral reserve banks as the nutlonal 
banks. 

Llbrariea 

In many sections of the state It 
would bo a great convenience if citi- 
xens of one town had the right to bor- 
row books from the library of an ad- 
joining town. It is not infrequently 
the case that a person in a country 
district lives nearer to the library in 
an adjoining town than he does to the 
library in his own town. 

The free public library commis- 
sioners, therefore recommend legis- 
lation permitting the use of libraries 
by non-residents and citizens of other 
towns on such terms and conditions 
as the trustee of the lending library 
may in reason prescribe. 

How to Reach Aliens 

How to get books into the hands ol 
aliens, is the problem discussed by 
the commissioners. They think P 
can be done with a more adequate 
system oi state aid. Under existing 
legislation direct aid is now grunted 
to towns with a valuation of less 
than $1,000,000 which can, unaided, 
make adequate provision either for 
school work or for a foreign-speaking 
population; and there are town 
above that valuation where the tax 
rate is already so high that no in- 
creased appropriation for the library- 
can be expected, and where the 
needs or younger members of the 
community and of new comers ??om 
foreign lands cannot be met without 
injustice. 

Waterways 

The hoard of harbor and land com- 
missioners points out the necessity 
for tlie development of the waterways 
of the state It shows that of the 
six hundred millions and more of 
property invested in manufactures 
about two-thirds is so situated as to 
require waterway transportation. 

Governor Foss was much interested 
in tlie waterways question. This and 
taxation drew front him many Incisive 
messages for legislation. 

Leader Timilty 

If anybody doubts who is the real 
Democratic leader In the senate and 
one of the two greatest at the state 
house, he lias only to follow tlie ac- 
lons of James P. Timilty of ward IS, 
Boston . 

Between Timilty and Lomasney, 
there is tlie widest possible differ- 
ence. Timilty seldom speaks, never 
attacks, is not witty. Lomasney 
speaks a great deal, attacks freely, 
is clever in repartee. Timilty Is 
close to the powers that tie. Lomas- 
ney is against them . The two im n , 
however, have a good understanding 
and work smoothly together. Neither 
is fond of Mayor Curley. It was 
Timilty who absolutely prevented the 
mayor s itolice salary hill from gain- 
ing admission to tlie legislature. 

What Timilty wants from tlie com- 
mittee on rules gets without very 
much trouble. When the committee 
on rules is against Timilty it is be- 
cause they are willing to get a trim- 
ming. 

To Kill Tax Bill 

Senators Ward and Fisher of the 
,-enate ways and means committee are 
doth against the Carr hill which re- 
distributes tin* looses of towns by 
reuson of the exemption of veterans 
Horn taxation. The umouiit of re- 
dis- tiibutlnn is $1')U,U00. But of this 
mm the (it> ot Horton is forced to 
pay about $15,000. 

The attitude of three two senators 
makes it reasonably certain that the 
exemption bill will not go through 
the senate, although many of the 
small towns bene lit by the redistribu- 
tion . 

Don’t Vote Together 

Senator Cox and Senator Barnaul 
are the two Progressive si nators. 
But they s rarely vote together that 
when ti.‘*> to land on tlie same side 
of the fence it is enough to cause 
a ripple of surprise. They have dis- 
covered as most men do when they 
•mne to the legislature that almost 
everything they arc caked to vote 
Upon does not wear any party label 
at all. 'Igv.v have found that tlie 
party lines are so wiped out that It 
would be hard to distinguish one 
man s party from another man & 
party, except for a few test votes or 
party votes that are token on ques- 
tions that are chiefly of political im- 
portance.

[ cream dye and to science as “the so- 
dium salt of meta-amido-benzine sul 
phonic ncid-azo-diplienyl-nmine." Some 
of these cream colored curtains sud- 
denly changed to heliotrope. Investi- 
gation showed that an accidental es- 
cape of hydrochloric acid from a neigh- 
boring alkali plant bad discolored the 
curtains, and the dye became a most 
useful test.— London Globe.

Virtue and Cleanliness Can't Be Leg- 
islated Into People — We're Mad on 
the Subject ot Making Laws and 
Quite Indifferent to Enforcing Them.

Tbe women who (lou t meet their j 
own little res|K)ti8ibilllies are often 
the very ones who are on the lookuut 
for bigger ones. 

It's a bore to see that our own ash 
cons are of the right size, and it's so 
much mure interesting to hustle about 
and make the public conscious of Its 
responslhllty about something. 

We women of the better class arc 
the worst offenders, because we know 
what we ought to do, and we don't do 
It Somehow we feel outside or the 
inw. The poor are made to feel Its re- 
strictions much mure Rharply. 

Cleanliness Is an Instinct with worn 
en that has survived In spite of the 
fact that we are nil fundamentally Inzy 
and many are untidy, it has survived. 

I think, beenuse It makes for health 
I don’t blnrne the men for being un- 
tidy, Itecnuse It isn't their fnult We 
haven't brought them up properly, and 
nature didn't make them so to begin 
with. We haven't been stern enough 
with them. For one tiling, we don't 
make them nshnmcd to look us in the 
eye when they come into the house Just 
after throwing a cignr away In the 
street before entering. We don't oh j 
Jeet to their Inzy ways so long as they 
don't bring the stumps In with them. 
There you have the root of the whole 
matter— we don’t, any of us, feel our 
own responsibility in the little tilings 
that go to make our streets dirty, our 
city a had example of municipal sanita- 
tion. 

You can't legislate virtue and clean 
lines'! into people, hut Just now we ure 
mad on the subject of making laws 
and quite Indifferent to enforcing 
them. We are not Inw abiding clti 


tens; we lire chronic breakers of the 
Jaw. We adore the order that we find 
In European eitlea and wonder why 
we can’t have It here. That order Is 
Imposed from authority ubove; here It 
must come from wltliln If it comes at 
all. If we don’t like Hint kind of self 
government we may go and live else- 
where, hut while wo are here we niUBt 
abide by our self made rules if we 
would have order and good health. 
Enforcement of the rules of sanitation 
lies witli the woman at the head of the 
bouse. 

The Woman's Municipal longue Is 
mnklug propaganda for a cleaner city 
by disseminating Information nbout 
the rules and regulations which we 
would follow If we tried to he law 
abiding citizens. It is divided into sec- 
tions, each of which Ls captained and 
organized like n separate county In a 
state and through which the work Is 
being done. One of the most recent 
activities of the league was the meas- 
uring ot asli cans, which revealed a 
very distressing state of aiTnlrs— to 
wit, that the greater number were 
oversized and only imposed upon the 
city’s ash can dumper a linrder task 
than Ids should lie.
